rank. This herd came largely of 
Smith & Powell breeding, the Nether- 
land, Clothilde, Aaggie, Mechthilde 
and Josephine Artis lines being prom- 
inent. The head of this herd was 
Mechthilde Josephine Chief, whose 
offspring proved to be not only re- 
markable individuals, but good pro- 
ducers. One of the best was Chloe 
Mechthilde, a 23.94 lb. cow that, as a 
member of the Woodlake herd, has 
won signal honors in the show ring. 

The 24-lb. cow, Kaan Marie Clo- 
thilde, was one of the best cows in the 
Irvine herd. She has produced not 
only seven A. R. O. daughters, two A. 
R. O. sons and five producing daugh- 
ters, but also the wonderful show bull 
Kaan Jewel of Woodlake, her first calf 
bred at the Woodlake herd. He is a 
son of Virgo Beauty Duke, and has 
quite as good a record as a prize win- 
ner. Having won.11 championships 
including the National Dairy Show 
and the Alaska Yukon Pacific Exposi- 
tion. 

At the St. Louis World’s Fair in 
1904 the Woodlake Herd was a lead- 
ing contender, and was awarded both

It will thus be seen that the Wood- 
lake Holsteins have demonstrated 
their ability to win their share of the 
prizes in any competition.

Perhaps the best one in the 
lot, certainly the most widely known, 
is Pietertje Maid Ormsby. As a 2-yr.- 
old she did not set the world afire, 
making a record of 229.7 lb. milk, 11.06 
lb. butter. The next year, at 3 yr. 
3 mo., she evidenced splendid devel- 
opment, producing 26.17 lb. butter 
in 7 days, 107.83 lb. in 30 days; 
4.18 per cent fat for 7 days and 4.17 
per cent for 30 days. She thus. be- 
came the third heifer in two months to 
surpass the earlier record of Katy

at the former, and both Senior and 
Grand Championship and one Junior 
Championship at the latter. 


Spofford Corona (26.03 lb.) in this 
class, which had stood for over seven 
and a half years. Although she bred 
very regularly, conditions were not 
favorable for another test until she 
reached her six-year-old form, when 
the culmination of her record making 














was achieved. Beginning her test 
late in March 1911, she produced 35.56 
lb. butter, 535.4 lb. milk in 7 days; 
145.66 Ib. butter, 2567.8 lb. milk in 30 
days—the latter butter record break- 
ing all previous efforts in this divis- 
ion, and the 7-day record standing 
third at the time.

Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby, then, is right up among the 
best of them as a producer and also as 
an individual. But what has_ she 
been able to show in the transmitting 
line?

of an untested cow of extraordinary 
merit. This bull was bred by A. C. 
Loring of Minneapolis who owned the 
Gardner herd for a few months be- 
fore it was added to the Woodlake 
Herd. Sir Pietertje Ormsby Merce- 
des won first prize as a yearling at 
the Minnesota and Wisconsin State 
Fairs, perhaps a sufficient recommen- 
dation of his merit as an individual. 
As a sire he proved the sensation of 
last year, one daughter, a 33-lb. junior 
3-yr-old, breaking the World’s Milk 
Record in her class, and twenty-three 
junior 2-yr-olds making records aver- 
aging over 20 lb. Another senior 2-yr.- 
old broke the World’s Record in her 
class with a 7-day production of 29.85 
lb. She is just finishing her year with 
about 1,000 lb. butter. His daughters 
have won first prizes at the National 
Dairy Show the last four years—Junior 
Championship twice and Grand Cham- 
pionship once, as well as first prize 
“get of sire” twice. Twenty of his 
daughters have recently been added to 
the Woodlake herd, including Buffalo 
Maid 2d, last year’s Junior Champion 
at the Dairy Show. They give wonder- 
ful promise for the future, Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes is thus a credit to 
his breeding. The resemblance of his 
prize winning daughters at the Na- 
tional Dairy Showto their grandam 
was most marked and furnish another 
proof of the prepotency of Pietértje 
Maid Ormsby.

Minnesota, Mr. Irwin has secured a 
half interest in Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes and he will be mated with 
some of the best females in his 
Woodlake and Clover Farm Herds. 

Next came King Korndyke Henger- 
veld Ormsby, the famous $7,500.00 
bull who now has 17 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters with records up to 31 lb. Another 
younger son, a yearling, is owned by 
Mr. Irwin, while her youngest, perhaps 
the most promising individual of them 
all, is now getting a fine start almost 
under the eye of his mother. This 
youngster gives promise of developing 
into a remarkable show bull, being 
hard to fault in any particular at the 
present time. A half interest in him 
has just been secured by Mr. E. C. 
Schroeder. 

But so much for Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby. She is not the whole Wood- 
lake Herd, although she is one of the 
most important parts of it. Her sis- 
ter, Gracie De Kol Ormsby, with rec- 
ords of 33.32 lb. butter, 698.5 lb. milk 
in 7 days; 130.996 lb. butter, 2,905.2 lb. 
milk in 30 days, runs her a close race 
for individual honors, having defeated 
her in the show ring upon some oc- 
casions. Personally, however, I prefer- 
red Pietertje Maid. 

It would not be a difficult matter to 
go right through the Woodlake Herd 
and pick out the’ daughters of Sir 
Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol, so similar 
are they in type. In thus going 
through we would encounter Pietwertje 
Hengerveld Maid of Grouw, the full 
sister of Pietertje Maid Ormsby, with 
a record of 23.35 lb. from three- quar-

over these daughters of Sir Ormsby 
Hengerveld De Kol, one cannot help 
being impressed with his wonderful 
power of stamping his own character- 
istics upon his offspring. The photo- 
graph we are publishing in connection 
shows just the sort of bull you would 
expect to see after inspecting the 
daughters. He was in service in the 
Gardner herd the last year before it 
was sold, and he then went to Redde- 
lien Bros., of Wisconsin. When the 
daughters began to show what they 
were, Mr. Irwin purchased him and 
thus was able to add largely to the 
total number of his daughters. 

But still we have not exhausted the 
store of good things in the herd.

She has just 
completed a 7-day record of 30.8 lb., 
and was pointed out by Mr. Irwin as 
very closely approaching his ideal 
type. 

Then there is Buffalo Duchess Sky- 
lark, a granddaughter of Sir Ormsby 
Hengerveld De Kol. At 5 years 4 days 
old she was just finishing her week and 
it was hoped she would reach 34 Ib. at 
the time of my visit. Her final figures, 
I understand are 34.35 butter. She 
is a young cow of fair size and a very 
beautiful lown down smooth type. Her 
dam, Oakhurst Duchess Clothilde, is 
another splendid individual, apparent- 
lyof greater capacity than her daughter 
The daughter made at 2 years 1 month 
731 lb. butter in a year then next to 
the World’s record for age and her sis- 
ter 688 Ib. at the same age.

na Champion, the great son of Colan- 
tha 4th’s Johanna. King Korndyke Co- 
lantha Ormsby thus represents just 
about the last word in desirable breed- 
ing. His three nearest dams average 
33.4 Ib.; they are individually unexcell- 
ed, and have proven their transmitting 
power. He is himself a choice individ- 
ual, and as his first calves are furnish- 
ing additional testimony to his quality, 
we are looking forward to a great fu- 
ture for him. 

The second sire, purchased with the 
R. B. Young herd, is Johanna Bonheur 
Champion, another son of Colantha 
Johanna Champion, out of Johanna 
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Bonheur, pronounced by many expert 
judges to have been a perfect Hol- 
stein cow. Mr. W. S. Moscrip, judge 
at the National Dairy Show this year, 
pronounces her to be one of the three 
greatest individuals he has ever seen. 
Her records of 23.06 lb. butter in 7 
days, and 890.83 lb. in a year, are no 
measure of her capacity.

that has the greatest fecundity. No mat 
ter how remarkablea dairy herd may 
be in all other qualities, if it does not 
possess at least a high degree of fer- 
tility, it is bound to prove a losing 
venture. How many breeders have 
spent profitless years in useless at-

tempts to build up a herd that was 
otherwise of fine individual quality, 
but was lacking in prolificacy! Prof. E. 
Davenport, in his “Principles of Breed- 
ing,” states that “However worthy 
and however valuable, intrinsically, 
the strain may be, it is worthless, un- 
less he can produce it with certainty 
and in any desired numbers.” ‘As 
in purebred dairy stock the sale of the

have already won highest honors in 
production and in the show ring. 
Since July 1, the Woodlake herd has 
been under the charge of Mr. Axel 
Hansen formerly of Ames, Ia. The 
condition of the herd and 4 records 
from 30 to 34.35 lbs. made this winter 
certainly evidence his ability. It 
will thus be seen that in the important 
matter of sires the future of the herd 
is well provided for. And when mated 
with the splendid cows comprising it, 
who can set a limit on what may be 
achieved during the years to come. 


Cattle - 


surplus stock is probably more 
important than the sale of the 
milk, the question of fecundity be- 
comes doubly essential. The value of 
the prolific dairy cow, compared with 
the one that is relatively less fertile, 


is shown in the accompanying table by - 


the number of female descendants at 
the end of the sixth generation, sup- 
posing that one half of the calves 
dropped by each cow were heifers.

Thus, no matter how great an indi- 
vidual cow No. 1 would be, a breeder 
could never hope to build up a herd 
from her issue, while, on the other 
hand, he would have a splendid herd 
at the end of a few years from the off- 
spring of either No. 3 or No. 4. 

In selecting a breed of dairy cattie, 


therefore, the question of prolificacy 


must receive first place. It is a well 
known fact that one of the chief re- 
sults from inbreeding is the decrease 
in fertility. In its native land, the 
Holstein breed’ was never permitted ‘to. 
be inbred by the shrewd Dutch farm 
ers. On the other hand, the Jersey 
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and Guernsey breeds, confined as they 
were to mere specks of islands, and 
with stringent laws forbidding all out- 
side importations for so many years, 
were of necessity very highly inbred. 
Also, the inbreeding was not done und- 
er a guiding hand for the increase in 
putter production, but might be said 
to have been. done promiscuously and 
without reference to which was. the 
best blood. From an article in the 
Jersey Bulletin of September 10, 1913, 
we find that they “are forced to obey 
their laws to inbreed to Golden Fern 
Lad in Jersey. They are breeding first 
cousins in blood and have been doing 
it for some time. Every animal now 
on the island is descended from Gold- 
en Lad, the widest, but by no means 
the best, distributor of Sultane’s 
blood.” In America, the Jersey breed- 
ers have also inbred to quite a great 
degree,—intensifying the evils com- 
mitted over in the Island. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture states in its Year Book 
that the “Jerseys were boomed, were 
advertised, and were carried up to the 
zenith of their power, and then came 
the natural results of inbreeding and 
incest. * * * * To get impressive power 
that would supply the block and pail, 
sacrifices were made that eventually 
led to disaster. Nature-exacts penalty 
for reversion or disobedience of her 
laws. We see intensity of blood used 
with grand effect in sheep, but in cat- 
tle we have had signal failures in the 
Shorthorn and the Jersey.” The Hol- 
stein breeders in America however, as 
a rule, have never countenanced any 
inbreeding, but have, preferred to in- 
crease the butter production of their 
cows by introducing the best Holstein 
blood from outside herds. 

The most concrete illustration that 
can be offered concerning the relative 
prolificacy of the different dairy 
breeds may be taken from the annual 
registrations of the various breed as- 
sociations, as shown below:

Eighteen years ago the Holstein As- 
sociation was registering less than 
twice as many animals as the Guerns- 
ey Cattle Club. In 1913-1914 the Hol- 
stein Association registered almost six 





times as many cattle, in spite of the 
fact that during the intervening time 
there have been practically no Hol- 
steins imported into America from 
Europe, while the Guernsey breeders 
have every year imported large num- 
bers of Guernseys, numbering some- 
times as many as eleven hundred and 
fifty animals in a single year. Yet 
from 1910 to 1914, there was a gain of 
but 2,550 in Guernsey registrations, 
while at the same time there has been 
a gain of 28,822 Holsteins, or over 
eleven times as many, without, practi- 
cally, any importations. The Guerns- 
ey records also show that during the 
eleven years in their history they have 
suffered a loss of registrations, while 
the Holstein Association has never yet 
suffered an actual decrease. In the 
last five years alone, were it not for 
the importations of Guernseys into the 
United States, the registrations of that 
breed would have a decrease, instead 
of an increase, in numbers. Compar- 
ing the registrations of the two breeds, 
we find that while, as in the last five 
years, an average Holstein herd will 
be more than doubled, the average 
Guernsey herd will not be as large as 
it was originally. The profit, there- 
fore, in the Guernsey herds, from the 
sale of surplus stock, is a feature that, 
as yet, is exceedingly doubtful. 

In regard to the registration of the 
Jerseys, we find that ten years ago it 
was practically the same as that of 
the Holsteins, there being a difference 
of only one hundred and three between 
the registrations of the two clubs. 
Last year the registrations for Hol- 
steins were 25,617 more than those for 
Jerseys, or almost twice as many. 
The registration of 29,381 Jerseys, 
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however in the last year, is mislead- 
ing, inasmuch as there should be de- 
ducted from this number 4,455: Jerseys 
that have been imported in the last 
ten years, and their descendants, mak- 
ing a total of over 7,500, which would 
bring the proper number of Jerseys re- 
gistered to 21,881, instead of29,381. The 
importations.of Holsteins in the last 10 
years have been practically nil. Now, 
although the two breeds had practical- 
ly the same number in 1905, there has 
been in 1913-1914, a natural increase 
for the Holsteins of 45,003, and of 12,- 
211 for the Jerseys, a difference of 31,- 
014 registrations in favor of the Hol- 
steins, during the past year. The reg- 
istrations for last year, then, for the 
Holsteins were 54,776, and for the Jer- 
seys, 21,881, omitting the descendants 
of the importations of both breeds for 
the last ten years, and with both 
breeds starting on an equal basis in 
1905. Thus, an average Holstein cow 
will have inside of ten years. over 
twice the number of descendants that 
the average Jersey will have. It 
must also be remembered ‘that the 
Jerseys were in America in large num- 
bers long before the Holsteins were in- 
troduced, and that, until the last few 
years, the Jerseys have also had a 
much larger annual registration. It 
has only been lately(in the past few 
years) that the Holstein breed has 
reached sufficient numbers to make a 
great annual increase. At the present 
time, however, the registation of Hol- 
steins is far greater than that of all 
other dairy breeds combined, and eve- 
ry future year will show more marked 
and continuous gains, while those of 
other breeds will remain comparative- 
ly at a standstill.

Just as it was be- 
Radical Change ing hoped that the 
in Foot-and-Mouth Foot-and-Mouth sit- 
Quarantine uation was under 

control, new out- 
breaks began to occur from Massa- 
chusetts to Kansas. The causes of 
these new cases were traced, and it 
was found that they were due to the 
shipment of supposedly sound animals 
from infected areas. 

The new orders just signed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture place under 
quarantine all territory east of the 
Mississippi and north of Tennessee, 
no shipments being allowed from this 
area, except for immediate slaughter, 
to the South or West. The exceptions 
to this rule are that stock owners in 
the states of Virginia, West Virginia, 
Vermont, Maine and the District of Co- 
lumbia, may ship out their stock, upon 
affidavit that it has been on their 
farms for a certain length of time, and 
has not been exposed to any risk of 
contagion. 

Under the new regulations, territory 
within the area now quarantined is 
designated as restricted territory. In 
this restricted territory live stock may 
be moved to other points within the 
same territory, but cannot pass beyond 
its limits, except for immediate slaugh- 
ter. The regulations governing the 
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area known respectivelv as closed. ex- 
posed and modified remains practically 
the same as before. 

All live stock, unless intended for 
immediate slaughter, shall be shipped 
only in railroad cars that have been 
cleaned and disinfected. This order 
applies to the whole United States, 
and is one that should be rigidly en- 
forced. Here in New York State we 
have been paying a fee of $2.50 for dis- 
infecting each car, and in some in- 
stances with very little assurance that 
the car had actually been disinfected. 
It is a point on which the authorities 
cannot afford to be lax. 

It is going to be a long hard pull to 
clean up this epidemic and one in 
which we must all work together, for 
the longer it lasts the greater will be 
the damage to the live stock interests 
of the country. 





February has its advan- 
A February tages. It is the shortest 
Reverie and the last of the win- 

ter months. By the alma- 
nac Spring is due to arrive on March 
21, but we have learned to look for 
signs of her coming any day after Jan- 
uary takes his departure. The sun- 
shine and cheer of February’s length- 
ening days point to the good time com- 
ing, in which sugar weather, the music 
of the frogs, Mayflowers, cowslips, dry 
country roads and baseball are impor- 
tant items. Equally attractive to de- 
votees of the rod and gun is the pros- 
pect of an occasional hour of _ trout- 
fishing or woodchuck hunting. My 
neighbor, the naturalist, is making 
new investigations of owls’ nests; and 
it is not too early to commence watch- 
ing for the return of the birds that 
went South last fall. 

The woodchuck goes to bed early 
in the fall but after his winter’s sleep 
comes out early in the spring to renew 
his depredations on the farmer’s fields 
and crops. The extent to which he 
can honeycomb a side hill with wells 
and trenches and subterranean corri- 
dors is extroardinary. Last Thanks- 
giving day several of my friends un- 
dertook to dig out a fox that had 
sought refuge in a woodchuck’s hole. 
With picks and spades they followed 
the winding course of the trench to its 
intersection with other tunnels that 
radiated and twisted and turned and 
crossed and recrossed in a hopeless la- 
byrinth of underground passages. The 
entire knoll, which was of considerable 
size, was completely occupied by a sys- 
tem of subways that would have baf- 
fled an expert engineer. Finally, after 
several hours of hard work, the toilers 
gave up their excavating, and decided 
that to dig out a fox from that parti- 








cular refuge was an impossible task. 

The harmful results of the wood- 
chuck’s work, make his extermination 
not only excusable but desirable and 
in .some instances necessary. The 
woodchuck hunter is the farmer’s ben- 
efactor. Moreover, woodchuck shoot- 
ing affords excellent rifle practice; but 
en equally important consideration is 
the good company of a companion of 
acknowledged marksmanship who like. .. 
wise appreciates the exhilaration of a 
tramp across the pastures without re-,, 
gard to distance, and with whom an 
idle half-hour may be profitably spent 
in a sunny fence-corner, when conver- 
sation reverts to the experiences of 
days long gone by and the romance of 
the past for the moment crowds out 
the realities of the present. 





But in spite of day dreams of spring, 
in a land of peace and plenty, Febru- 
ary is still here; and across the water 
the Great War is raging, and the splen- 
did men of opposing nations are killing 
each other. So dark is the cloud of hu- 
man suffering that the spring sunshine 
has lost its cheer. The whole world is 
wondering, “How long must the war 
continue?” and we are appalled at the 
prospect of millions of the valiant and 
true yet to be led to the slaughter. 

February is the birth-month of deliv- 
erers. In no other month was a Wash- 
ington or a Lincoln born; both came to 
earth in February.

Each bore the 
burden of a nation’s woes, not merely 
for months but for years. Each main- 
tained his faith and trust and courage 
when conditions were most discourag- 
ing and each lived to see the triumph 
of the right. Remembering their ex- 
ample, we can cherish an abiding faith 
and hope and trust that truth will yet 
prevail, and that the time will come 
when nations shall deal honorably 
with one another and there shall be no 
more war on the earth.

AN INQUIRY ON FITTING 
FOR OFFICIAL TEST 

I am a subscriber of your Holstein- 
Friesian World also a beginner in the 
breeding of the Holstein cattle T am 
seeking some advice in getting a cow 
lit for test. 

First what should I feed in getting 
her in readiness? She is a cow weigh- 
ing about 1100 Ib. 

I noticed in your issue of January 2 
of the following feeds before test of 
equal parts: 

100 lb. of cil meal 

100 lb. of ground oats 

100 lb. of hominy 

For roughage I have timothy hay. 
shredded corn stalks, and ensiiage. I 
have no sugar beets. 

After calving I have in mind feeding 
her the following mixture: 
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125 Ib.

70 lb. 
50 Ib. 
50 Ib. 
50 Ib. 


of Ajax flakes 
of mixed wheat feed 
of oil meal 
of Buffalo gluten 
of hominy 
of corn meal

barley and oats 

The above mixture was fed by A. A. 
Knapp of Preble, N. Y. Mr. Knapp fed 
his cow from 22 to 26 lb. of feed per 
day.

Ed. reply: 

The combination given for use be- 
fore freshening is a good one, altho 
the majority of feeders use bran in 
connection with the oil meal, ground 
oats and hominy. Care should be tak- 
en that your cow does not become con- 
stipated from too much of the timothy 
hay, as it is highly important that she 
be kept in a good, healthy, lax condi- 
tion. The mixture fed by Mr. Knapp is 
a good one, both in theory and in prac- 
tice. Your cow, unless she is an extra- 
ordinary feeder for her weight, ought 
not to have as much of this mixture 
as Mr. Knapp’s cow. Start her slowly, 
and do not make the mistake of in- 
creasing her allowance too fast. Study 
your cow, and watch her eat. In this 
way you can stop increasing her ration 
just before she has reached her limit, 
which is preferable to waiting until 
she goes off her feed.

some extent in order to carry surplus 
animals, they will return the cost of 
feed together with a reasonable pro- 
fit.

Complaints From the West 

Mr. Hicks referred at jength to the 
trip made. by himself and Secretary 
Clemons last summer to Western Can- 
ada, an extended reference to which 
has already been published in Farm 
and Dairy. Throughout the west they 
heard frequent complaints about in- 
ferior animals that had been sold 
to the west by’ eastern breeders. 
Speaking about conditions in Alberta, 
for instance, he said: “Here we also 
found a spirit of bitter resentment re- 
sulting from the distribution by deal- 
ers in pretty large numbers of ani- 
mals said to be in many cases abor- 
ters and re-actors, and the regretta- 
ble feature of this business is the fact 








that purchasers are unable to distin- 
guish between a reliablbe breeder and 
the venturesome dealer and, _ there- 
fore, the prestige of the entire or- 
ganization suffers. This is a question 
that should cause you some concern, 
and be assured, it is worth your most 
serious consideration.” 

Speaking of a remedy for this con- 
dition of affairs, Mr. Hicks said: “It 
is our conviction that as soon as gen- 
eral conditions again revert to nor- 
mal that it would be advisable 
through some medium not at present 
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content until the type size and pro- 
ducing ability of your herd all com- 
bined ‘has reached a pretty distinct 
degree of excellence.” Speaking of 
one way in which this might be reach- 
ed, Mr. Hicks said later: “I am cer- 
tain that more harm has been done in 
a large number of our herds than we 
can estimate through the practice of 
breeding the heifers too young. I 
have had an opportunity his year of

provided, to have good, young relia- 
able, healthy cattle moved to central 
or convenient points in the provinces 
and sold at public auction.” 

Mr. Hicks referred to the meeting 
of the joint committee in Toronto 
last September, consisting of repre- 
sentatives of all breeds participating 
in the R.O.P., to consider the advis- 
ability of shortening the period of test 
to 10 months. The representatives of 
the Shorthorn Association were un- 
animous for the change, as was also 
the representative of the French-Can- 
adian breed and one of the Ayrshire 
men. Messrs. Hicks and Clemons, 
who represented the Holstein inter- 
ests, objected to the change on the 
ground that it would make a drastic 
conflict of conditions as compared 
with the American Associations. The 
vote resulted in a tie. A motion was 
then offered asking for the elimina- 
tion of the 15 months previous calv- 
ing clause, and was carried unani- 
mously. 

“I believe the importance of type, 
or in other words individual excel- 
lence in our animals, is receiving 
more attention than was formerly the 
case,” said the president. “Do not be

The Secretary’s Report 

The secretary’s report showed that 
during the year 931 official tests were 
accepted for entry in the Record of 
Merit, an increase of 255 over last 
year.

Grant to Fairs 

On motion of Mr. Rettie it was de- 
cided not to give the usual $25 grant 
for a milk test to any local exhibtion 
that does not hold at least a 3-day fair 
and a 2-day test. 

Mr. Haley’s Amendment 

The amendment to the Record of 

Merit rules which Mr. M. L. Haley 
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had given notice he intended moving, 
created great interest. Before being 
submitted to the meeting the amend- 
ment had been considered by the ex- 
ecutive committee which had recom- 
mended that the second clause of the 
amendment should be dropped. To 
this Mr. Haley agreed and his reso- 
lution as amended and adopted was 
as follows: 

“Retesters shall have authority at 
all times to take the temperature of 


any cow under test, and report to the 


secretary. 

“If the report of the supervisor and 
retester indicate that a cow is in an 
abnormal condition from any cause 
the record made shall be referred to 
the executive committee, who shall 
deal with and dispose of the matter as 
they see fit.” 

The proposed amendment to the 
Record of Merit rule, notice of which 
had been given by Mr. David Caugh- 
ell, was adopted. The scale stan- 
dards rendering a retest obligatory in 
consequence hereafter will be: Junior 
two-year-old, 15 lbs. of fat; Senior 
two-year-olds 17 lbs. of fat; Junior 
three-year-olds, 20 lbs. of fat; Junior 
four-year-olds, 21 Ibs. of fat; Senior 
four-year-olds, 22 lbs. of fat; Mature 
cow, 24 Ibs. of fat. 


Record of Merit Prizes 


It was decided that the Association 
Record of Merit prizes as in previous 
years, with the exception that no in- 
dividual breeder or firm will be allow- 
ed to draw more than $15 in one year. 
This will save the Association about 
$800 a year.

The postponed fall meeting of the 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Club of 
Maryland was held in Masonic Temple 
Frederick, Md. on Feb. llth.

He introduced Mr. Edgar McBride 
of the Frederick bar, who gave us a 
hearty welcome to the historic city. 

Following the regular business, offi- 
cers were elected for the coming year. 
William P. Morsell, of near Frederick, 
was re-elected President and all of the 
old officers were re-elected, the name 
of A. C. McCardell being added to the 
executive committee. 

The officers are: William P. Morsell, 
Frederick, Pres.; J. B. Diamond, Jr. 
Gaithersburg, Vice-Pres.; G. H. Hib- 
berd, Lutherville, Secy-Treas. 

William P. Morsell, J. B. Diamond, 
Jr., G. H. Hibberd, Chas. J. Corby, W. 
B. McGrath, John M. Dennis, R. F. 
Ruffner and A. C. McCardell compose 
the executive committee. 

A committee will be appointed by 
the President to take up the question 
of legislation and make a report at 
the next meeting, as at present there 
is an over-supply of milk in the lar- 
ger cities and the milk dealers are cut- 
ting off the shippers of Holstein milk, 
preferring milk from Guernseys and 
Jerseys. Some owners of Holstein 
herds are having trouble in disposing 
of their products except in the form 
of butterfat at much lower prices. 

At 12:30 luncheon was served, which 
was enjoyed by all. 

The first speaker in the afternoon 
session was Prof. J. C. McDowell of 
the Farm Management bureau, Dept. 
of Agriculture. He spoke on several 
phases of dairying, touching several 
times on the tuberculin test. He said 
that if the money used to build two 
battleships or the sum needed to sup- 
port our army and navy for three 
weeks, in time of peace, was used in 
the fight against tuberculosis among 
the dairy herds in this country in time 
this dread disease could be entirely 
eradicated. He also believes that it is 
advisable for farmers to tuberculin 
test their own cows, in preference to 
a licensed veterinarian. 

Prof. McDowell gave some inter- 
esting figures on the influence of age 
on the value of live stock? 

Pres. D. D. Aiken was unable to at- 
tend our meeting but sent a very able 
substitute in Mr. A. A. Hartshorn of 
Hamilton, N. Y. He gave us some very 
good pointers on feeding and develoff 
ing the Holstein, commencing from 


calf and then to maturity. Mr. Hart- 
shorn believes that if we would use 
pasteurized milk for calf feeding, in a 
short time the percentage of reactors 
would be much less. In answer to a 
question concerning artificial heat in 
calf stables, he replied that he thought 
it was a great mistake and that a few 
breeders who had put in heating plants 
were discarding them. 

Before adjourning a number was 
drawn by Prof. McDowell to find out 
who had won the fine bull calf donated 
by the club. Prof. H. J. Patterson, 
director of the Maryland Experiment 
Station was the lucky man and we 
hope that he will use him as a “star- 
ter’ for a herd of pure bred Holsteins 
at the Station, in place of some of the 
nondescript breeds already there. 

From every standpoint this was one 
of the most successful meetings we 
have ever held and with 143 members 
in an infant organization, behind the 
Queen of dairy breeds, we expect to 
place Maryland on the map as a Hol- 
stein state.
